Explosion delays au pair’s case 


BOSTON (AP) — An nppeal by 
the British au pair convicted of 
killing an infant in her care was 
postponed Friday when a trans- 
former exploded in the court- 
house, injuring five people. 

Three-explosions rockedthe- 

basemerrt 10 minutes before 
Louise Woodward’s 9 a.m. hear- 
ing was set to begin and the build- 
ing began filling with acrid 
smoke. Authorities ordered about 
1,000 people inside to leave. 

Ms. Woodward, now 20, was 
convicted of manslaughter in the 
February 1997 death of 8-month- 
old Matthew Eappen. 

The fact that the explosion 
•coincided with the start of Ms. 
Woodward’s hearing led to initial 
worries that it might be sabotage. 

“I thought it was a bomb, when 


Fire Commissioner Martin 
Pierce said he believed die explo- 
sion was caused by an accidental 
electrical short-circuit.
